The prefervation of this family was the more won- 
derfal, as they could derive no elp from the people 
of the mill, they being gone to dinner. 

Anecdote of the late Alexander Fordyce With the 
foibles gencrally attendant upon an ‘afpiring man, 
Fordyce had generous qualities. A young intelligent 
merchant, who kep: cafh at his banking-houfe, one 
morning making a fmall lodgement, happened to fay 
in the thop, “ that if he could command fome thou- 
finds at prefent, there was a certain {peculation to be 
purfued, which in all probability would turn out for- 
tunate.” This was faid loofely, without Fordyce’s 
making any anfwer, or feeming to attend to it, and 
no more ‘pafled at the time. A few months after- 
wards, when the fame merchant was what they call 
frtling his book with the houfe, he was very much 
farprifed to fee the fun of jive hundred pounds placed 
to his credit fide more than he knew he pofleiled.— 
Thinking it a miitake, he pointed it out to the clerk, 
who, feeing the eatry in Mr Fordyce’s hand-writing, 
faid he muit have paid it to him. ‘The merchant, 
however, knowing he had not, begged to tee Mr For- 
dyce, who appeared, and told him, “ it was all right 
enough ; for that as the hint he had a few months be- 
fore thrown out in his fhop gained him above five 
thoufund, he thought him fairly entitled to the tythe 
of that fum.”
